EXPLANATION. 

In  January  last  a  circular  was  issued  by  the  undersigned,  of  which  the  fol¬ 
lowing  paragraphs  are  extracts : 

11  To  the  Ministers  and  Churches  of  the  Synod  of  Southern  Illinois , 

especially  those  connected  with  the  former  Presbyteries  of  Alton 

and  KasJcaslda  : 

“The  provisions  for  meeting  the  expense  of  the  ‘Reporter’ 
ordered  to  be  published  by  the  Synod  of  Southern  Illinois,  at  its 
last  meeting,  were  these:  (1.)  By  diverting  to  this  purpose  the 
fund  already  ordered  by  the  Synod.  (2.)  By  advertisements.  (3.) 
By  additional  assessments  to  be  made  as  Synod  may  order.  (4.)  From 
sale  of  Memorial  Discourses. 

“The  first  number,  containing  the  minutes  of  the  Synod  and  its 
Presbyteries,  has  been  issued. 

“Synod  directed  that  the  second  and  third  numbers  should  contain 
the  Memorial  Discourses  prepared  by  the  undersigned.  After  con¬ 
sideration  we  have  determined  to  publish  them  in  one  number.  They 
will  make,  probably,  about  fifty  pages — twice  the  size  of  the  number 
containing  the  minutes. 

“But  we  cannot  go  forward  without  a  certain  provision  for  the  ex¬ 
pense. 

“This  we  propose  to  obtain  by  ‘the  sale’  of  the  number  containing 
the  Memorial  Discourses. 

“The  price  will  be  25  cents  per  copy.  Those  individuals  and 
churches  desiring  copies  will  please  send  their  names  and  addresses 
to  A.  T.  Norton,  Alton,  III.,  as  soon  as  possible.  The  money  will 
be  due  when  the  copies  are  delivered.” 

We  said  the  above  in  January  last;  now,  March,  1871,  we  say  that 
we  have  received,  in  accordance  with  the  above  plan,  so  many  orders 
as  to  decide  us  to  go  forward.

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HISTORY  OF  THE  FIRST  ALTON  PRESBYTERY, 

Being  an  Address  delivered  before  the  present  Alton  Presbytery ,  Sept. 

1 6th,  1870,  by  A.  T.  Norton . 

The  Presbytery  of  Alton  was  constituted  by  the  Synod  of  Illinois, 
at  their  session  in  Alton,  October  21st,  1836.  As  originally  estab¬ 
lished  its  northern  line  commenced  at  Bushnell’s  Ferry,  on  the  Illinois 
river,  and  ran  east  with  the  road  through  Carrollton  and  Carlinville, 
and  from  the  latter  point  on  the  road  southeast  towards  Hillsboro  until 
that  road  met  the  line  of  Montgomerycountyj'thence  south  with  the  west 
line  of  Montgomery  to  Madison  county  ;  thence  east  six  miles  to  west 
line  of  Bond ;  thence  south  with  that  line  to  the  road  leading  from 
St.  Louis  to  Greenville  ;  thence  with  that  road  to  a  point  due  north 
of  the  northeast  corner  of  St.  Clair  county ;  thence  with  the  eastern 
and  southern  lines  of  St.  Clair  and  Monroe  to  the  Mississippi  River. 
Thus  it  included  the  whole  of  Monroe,  St.  Clair  and  what  is  now 
Jersey  county,  the  half  of  G-reene  and  Macoupin,  and  the  whole  of 
Madison,  except  about  one  township  and  a  half  in  the  south-eastern 
corner  of  the  county. 

The  principle  of  elective  affinity  also  obtained,  to  some  extent,  for 
Bethel  church,  in  Bond  county,  was  assigned  to  this  Presbytery. 

After  the  division  of  the  Assembly  in  1837-8,  Alton  Presbytery 
fell  to  the  N.  S.  side.  I  use  the  expression  “  fell  to  ”  purposely,  for 
I  find  no  record  of  any  vote  upon  the  subject,  and  have  no  idea  that 
any  was  ever  taken.  The  other  Presbyteries  in  the  State,  south  and 
south-east  of  her,  chose  the  0.  S.  side.  Alton  Presbytery,  grad¬ 
ually  overstepping  her  original  bounds,  stretched  east  quite  to,  or 
rather  beyond,  the  centre  of  the  State,  and  south  to  the  Ohio  River. 
At  the  time  of  the  re-construction  she  had  on  that  river  four 
churches. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Presbytery  was  held  at  Alton,  commenc¬ 
ing  April  4,  1837,  at  71  o'clock  p.  m. 

No  public  notice  having  been  given,  and  no  congregation  being 
present,  no  opening  sermon  was  preached. 

The  ministers  of  the  Presbytery  present  were  Thomas  Lippincott, 
Albert  Hale,  J.  F.  Brooks  and  Amos  P.  Brown.  Two,  F.  W.  Graves 
and  T.  B.  Hurlbut,  were  absent.  Rev.  E.  P.  Lovejoy  was  received 
to  Presbytery  at  that  first  session  from  the  Presbytery  of  St.  Louis, 
and  was  the  first  member  received  by  this  Presbytery.  Two  Licen¬ 
tiates,  viz  :  Enoch  S.  Huntington  and  Joshua  T.  Tucker,  were  re¬ 
ceived  at  the  same  meeting,  and  from  the  same  Presbytery. 

The  Elders  present  were  A.  Alexander,  of  Alton  church,  Ebenezer 
Dennison,  Upper  Alton,  and  James  M.  Douglass,  Bethel. 

The  other  churches  of  the  Presbytery,  viz :  South-Green — after¬ 
wards  Jerseyville. — Spring  Cove,  Marine  and  Collinsville,  were  not 
represented. 

Thomas  Lippincott  was  Moderator,  and  Albert  Hale,  Temporary 

Clerk. 
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Rev.  Elijah  P.  Lovejoy  was  appointed  Stated  Clerk.  This  office 
he  held  until  his  death.  The  first  twenty-six  pages  of  our  records  are 
in  his  hand  writing.  The  last  date  is  September  16th,  1837. 

The  Commissioners  to  the  Assembly  appointed  at  this  first  meeting 
of  the  Presbytery,  were  Rev.  F.  W.  Graves  and  Elder  Enoch  Long. 
Mr.  Graves  attended.  Elder  Long  did  not.  The  expenses  of  the 
Commissioners  were  apportioned  to  the  churches  as  follows :  Alton, 
$100;  Upper  Alton,  $25;  Collinsville,  $18;  Marine,  $8;  Bethel,  $18; 
Spring  Cove,  $15;  South-Green,  $16. — $200. 

I  have  drawn  up  in  tabular  form  certain  facts  respecting  every 
member  of  this  Presbytery,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain 
them.  These  facts  are  :  (1.)  Bate  of  admission  to  the  Presbytery. 

(2.)  Bate  of  dismissal — when  they  have  been  dismissed.  (3.)  To 
what  body  dismissed.  (4.)  Bate  of  ordination.  (5)  By  whom  or¬ 
dained.  (6.)  Bate  of  birth.  (7.)  Place  of  birth.  (8.)  Where 
educated.  (9.)  If  deceased,  ivhen  and  where.  (10.)  Present  address, 
if  living.  This  table  is  appended  to  this  address. 

In  case  of  most  of  these  members  I  have  other  facts,  more  or  less 
numerous,  which  do  not  appear  in  the  table. 

The  number  of  ministers  who  have  been  received  to  the  Presby¬ 
tery  from  its  organization  to  July  14th,  1870 — when  the  re-organiza¬ 
tion  consequent  upon  re-union  took  place — is  119.  Of  thesfc  seven 
have  been  twice  received,  and  one  three  times.  So  that  the  number 
of  different  ministers,  who  have  been  connected  with  Alton  Presby¬ 
tery  is  110.  One  of  these  ought  not,  perhaps,  to  be  counted.  He  was 
a  forger  and  a  drunkard.  Under  the  name  of  Wm.  R,  Smith  he 
gained  admission  to  our  body  on  a  letter  purporting  to  be  from  the 
Presbytery  of  Edinburg.  It  was  a  forgery ,  as  we  at  length  discov¬ 
ered.  He  was  tried  and  deposed. 

Another  man — Thomas  Reynolds — ordained  by  us  Oct.  1st,  1861, 
an  Englishman  by  birth,  stands  under  sentence  of  exclusion,  for  con¬ 
duct  unworthy  of  a  minister  and  a  Christian. 

All  the  others  have  proved  themselves  true  men,  sincere  Christians 
and  faithful  ministers. 

Of  these  108,  the  following  are  no  longer  in  this  world:  Thos.  Lip- 
pincott,  AmosP.Brown,  Elijah  P.  Lovejoy,  Frederick  W.Graves,  Enoch 
8.  Huntington,  Baniel  E.  Manton,  Jos.  Fowler,  Chas.  E.  Blood,  Wm. 
Chamberlain,  Luke  Lyons,  Josiah  Wood,  Henry  B.  Whittaker,  Rob¬ 
ert  Kirkwood,  George  Pyle,  Williston  Jones,  John  Gibson,  Calvin 
Butler,  John  H.  Russ,  Joseph  E.  McMurray,  John  Ingersoll,  Socrates 
Smith,  Samuel  R.  H.  Wylie,  Lemuel  Grosvenor,  Abraham  S.  Avery, 
Albert  Smith,  Edward  Hollister,  Theron  Baldwin — 27. 

Of  the  remaining  eighty-one,  forty-four  were  dismissed  previous  to 
re- construction.  Of  the  thirty-seven  ministers  remaining  in  Alton 
Presbytery  when  re-construction  took  effect,  six  were  set  to  Mattoon, 
sixteen  to  Cairo,  and  fifteen  were  left  for  the  Alton  Presbytery  that 
now  is.  [Two  of  these  have,  at  this  time,  March  1st,  1871,  taken 
letters  from  us.] 
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In  the  Mexican  war  a  full  company  went  from  this  city.  In  the 
battles  of  that  war  all  the  commissioned  officers  were  killed.  The 
Orderly  Sergeant  was  shot  through  the  body,  but  recovered.  After 
the  war  was  over  the  remnant  of  that  company  gathered  in  this  city, 
on  Market  street,  under  the  command  of  that  Sergeant.  They  num¬ 
bered  thirteen  men  ! 

Of  the  existing  Alton  Presbytery,  thirteen  only  are  present  who 
belonged  to  the  former.  And  of  the  whole  110,  who  have  ever  been 
connected  with  it,  fifteen  only  are  with  us  to-day.  The  dead ,  of  the 
110  outnumber  by  twelve  the  living,  who  are  with  us  at  this  Memo¬ 
rial  meeting.

STATED  CLERKS. 

Elijah  P.  Lovejoy,  from  April  5th,  1837  to  November  7th,  1837 — 
seven  months. 

Charles  Gr.  Selleck,  from  November  16th,  1837  to  May  4th,  1842 — 
four  years  and  six  months. 

A.  T.  Norton,  from  May  4th,  1842  to  October  1st,  1859 — sixteen 
years  and  five  months. 

Cornelius  II.  Taylor  from  October  1st,  1859  to  October  4th,  1864 
—five  years. 

A.  T.  Norton,  again  from  October  4th,  1864  to  the  present  time — 
six  years.  Making  the  whole  term  of  service  of  the  latter,  as  Stated 
Clerk,  twenty- two  years  and  four  months. 

He  has  been  longer  connected  with  the  Presbytery  than  any  other 
man,  living  or  dead.  The  period  is  thirty-one  years  and  three 
months.  Robert  Stewart,  whose  connection  with  the  Presbytery  is 
next  in  length,  has  been  a  member  of  it  twenty-nine  years  and  eleven 
months.  Josiah  Wood,  who  died  on  the  5th  of  June  last,  had  been 
connected  with  it  twenty-six  years  and  seven  month. 

Of  106  ministers,  whose  places  of  birth  I  have  ascertained,  two 
were  born  in  Maine,  eighteen  in  Connecticut;  eight  in  Massachusetts; 
eleven  in  Vermont;  seven  in  New  Hampshire;  i.  c,  forty-six  in  New 
England;  seventeen  in  New  York;  six  in  New  Jersey;  six  in  Ken¬ 
tucky;  six  in  Pennsylvania;  two  in  Tennessee;  three  in  Ohio;  two  in 
Indiana;  two  in  Virginia;  one  in  South  Carolina;  four  in  Ireland; 
three  in  Scotland;  four  in  England,  and  three  in  Prussia — one  of  these 
three  in  Berlin. 

Of  the  whole  108,  eighty-two  are  known  to  have  been  graduates  of 
some  College  or  Theological  Seminary,  or  both.  All  the  others  passed 
through  such  courses  of  study  as  fitted  them,  in  some  good  degree, 
for  their  work. 

Of  churches,  65  in  all  have  connected  with  Presbytery.  In  this 
number  I  do  not  count  Woodburn,  Bunker  Hill  and  Chesterfield — 
Congregational  churches — and  holding  for  a  time  a  qualified  connec¬ 
tion  with  us.  I  do  reckon  Monticello  Church,  which  was  in  full

connection  with  Presbytery,  as  a  regular  Presbyterian  church,  from 
January  18th,  1855,  to  October  1st,  I860.  Presbytery  held  a  session 
with  that  church  in  the  fall  of  1847.  It  met  with  them  again  in  Jan¬ 
uary,  1855.  It  installed  two  of  their  pastors,  in  regular  Presbyterian 
order,  viz:  W.  W.  Wells  and  Albert  Smith — preached,  through  the 
writer,  the  Installation  Sermon  of  their  first  pastor — Theron  Baldwin. 
Eight,  at  least  of  their  ministers  have  been  regular  members  of  this 
body.  Monticello  has  been  a  regular  Presbyterian  church,  though, 
for  the  present,  it  occupies  the  anomalous  position  of  Independency. 

Of  these  sixty-five  churches — one,  Monticello,  has  withdrawn — three 
mayjbe  said  to  be  extinct,  while  eleven  have  become  merged  with  other 
churches,  and  given  up  their  separate  organization.  Thus  at  the  time 
of  re-construction,  Alton  Presbytery  had  under  its  care  fifty  churches. 
I  include  in  this  count  String-Prairie,  afterwards  called  Walnut-Grove, 
in  Greene  county.  This  church  was  transferred  to  this  Presbytery 
by  the  Synod  in  1847  ;  and  has  been  in  our  bounds  ever  since  the 
erection  of  its  present  house  of  worship,  although  it  has  been  re¬ 
ported  to  the  Assembly  as  belonging  to  Illinois  Presbytery. 

Of  these  fifty,  one  was  transferred  to  Wabash  Presbytery  before 
re-construction,  six  by  re-construction  to  Mattoon,  and  nineteen  to 
Cairo.  Leaving  twenty-four  in  the  present  Presbytery  of  Alton. 

Of  the  churches  which  have  been  connected  with  Alton  Presby¬ 
tery,!  have  constructed  a  table  which  shows  the  following  things  :  (1) 
Date  of  Organization;  (2)  Date  of  reception  to  the  Presbytery;  (3) 
Number  of  original  members;  (4)  By  whom  organized;  (5)  Names 
of  the  first  Elders,  (6)  A  column  of  miscellaneous  remarks.  The 
number  of  church  edifices  erected  is  forty-one. 

There  have  been  two  churches  of  Alton.  The  first  organized  June 
8th,  1821,  by  Daniel  Gould  and  Edward  Hollister,  with  eight  mem¬ 
bers;  Enoch  Long,  Elder,  and  connected  with  the  Presbytery  of 
Missouri.  In  1827,  that  church  having  been  reduced  to  two  members 
— who,  I  suppose,  were  Enoch  Long  and  his  wife — was  connected  by 
Presbytery  with  the  church  at  Edwards/ille.  That  church,  there¬ 
fore,  became  extinct  ten  years  before  Alton  Presbytery  began  its  ex¬ 
istence. 

The  present  Alton  church  was  organized  June  19th,  1831,  with 
eight  members. 

There  have  been  three  different  Presbyterian  churches  at  Edwards- 
ville.  The  first,  organized  March  17th,  1819,  by  Salmon  Giddings, 
was  connected  with  the  Presbytery  of  Missouri.  This  became  ex¬ 
tinct,  but,  at  just  what  time,  I  am  unable  to  say.  The  records  cannot 
be  found. 

The  second  Presbyterian  church  at  Edwardsville  was  organized, 
somewhere  between  November  16th,  1837  and  March  30th,  1838,  by  a 
committee  from  Alton  Presbytery.  It  was  received  under  che  care 
of  Presbytery  March  30th,  1838.  After  a  number  of  years  of  semi- 
existence  it,  became  merged  in  an  Old  School  church,  which  had  been 
formed  at  Edwardsville,  and  then  the  combined  church  died , 
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A  regular  inquest  was  never  held;  but  had  there  been  one,  its  ver- 
diet — if  truthful — would  have  been:  Died  of  exposure  and  starvation. 
It  never  had  a  house  to  live  in,  and  its  means  of  sustenance  were  too 
precarious  and  uncertain  to  sustain  life. 

The  existing  church,  at  Edwardsville,  was  organized  August  11th. 
1867.  We  believe  it  will  live.  It  has  a  minister  and  a  house  of 
worship,  the  neatest  in  that  village. 

There  have  been  two  different  Presbyterian  church  organizations 
in  Belleville.  The  first  was  made  January  6th,  1833,  with  six  mem¬ 
bers.  This  church  died.  The  second  and  present  organization  was 
made  December  14th,  1839,  with  nine  members. 

But  I  will  not  occupy  time  with  commenting  on  individual 
churches.  The  theme  is  too  extensive. 

I  shall  further  ask  your  attention  only  to  certain  general  views  and 
features. 

I.  The  period  during  which  Alton  Presbytery  existed  and  per¬ 
formed  its  mission  is  most  noticeable. 

It  is  nearly  exactly  co-incident  with  the  period  of  the  division  of  the 
Church.  The  beginning,  the  continuance  and  the  ending  of  both  ajre 
almost  precisely  contemporaneous.  Beginning  slightly  before  the 
division,  though  after  parties  were  formed  and  sides  taken,  Alton 
Presbytery  never  experienced  its  evils.  Starting  as  a  N.  S.  Presby¬ 
tery,  it  always  remained  such  without  question  or  discussion. 
When  0.  S.  men  joined  ii — as  they  sometimes  did — they  never 
sought  to  disturb  the  existing  status.  Hence  the  disputes  connected 
with  the  division  of  the  church  and  the  perpetuation  thereof  never 
agitated  this  Presbytery  at  all.  They  were  altogether  outside  of  us, 
and  left  us  in  a  peaceful  calm,  though  surrounded  by  howling  storms. 
This  has  been  true,  not  only  of  the  Presbytery,  but  of  the  communi¬ 
ties  in  which  our  churches  were  planted.  In  only  three  instance  have 
0.  S.  and  N.  S.  churches  existed  on  the  same  ground.  In  one  of 
these  cases — Jerseyville — the  existence  of  the  two  was  not  an  evil, 
for  both  were  needed.  In  another,  Sandoval,  the  difficulty  was  not 
intended  and  was  quickly  removed.  In  the  third  case,  Greenville, 
the  existence  of  the  two  churches  ivas  an  evil,  and  was  felt  to  be 
such.  But  the  complicated  troubles  of  that  case  have  met  a  solution. 

The  aggressive  movements  which  Alton  Presbytery  has  made  have 
never  been  upon  sister  churches ,  but  always  into  the  territories  of  sin 
and  Satan.  If  we  have  suffered  some  such  aggressions,  from  sources 
which  I  will  not  name,  we  have  never  inflicted  them.  Thus  the 
period  of  our  existence,  though  in  reference  to  the  Church  at  large 
a  period  of  no  little  disturbance,  has  been  for  us  a  time  of  peace. 
The  exceptions  to  this  remark  have  arisen  solely  from  our  attempts  to 
repel  aggression;  never  from  our  attempts  to  inflict  it.  When  necessary 
we  have  stood  upon  the  defensive,  though  not  always  with  entire  suc¬ 
cess.  Hence, 

II.  Our  Unity  has  been  remarkable.  I  believe  I  may  say  with 
perfect  truth,  it  has  never  been  interrupted.  For  the  thirty-three 
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years  of  our  existence  we  have  never  known  division,  or  alienation. 
On  the  contrary  the  bonds  of  fellowship  have  constantly  strengthened. 
The  older  members  of  the  Presbytery,  especially,  have  come  to  regard 
each  other,  not  only  with  ordinary  Christian  love  and  confidence,  but 
with  an  affection  resembling  that  between  David  and  Jonathan. 
When  a  new  member  has  come  among  us  from  a  belligerent  atmos¬ 
phere,  he  has  found  himself  disarmed  and  constrained  to  follow  the 
things  which  make  for  peace.  Hence,  too,  our  churches  have  been 
eager  to  have  the  meetings  of  Presbytery  among  them.  Some  of  our 
sharpest  contests  have  been  to  see  which  should  carry  off  this  prize. 
Hence,  too,  it  is,  that,  notwithstanding  our  great  joy  at  the  re-union, 
the  members  of  the  old  Alton  Presbytery  feel  very  sad.  We  are  rent 
apart,  torn  asunder  by  re  construction;  six  of  us  put  in  Mattoon, 
sixteen  in  Cairo  and  only  fifteen  left  to  the  Alton  Presbytery  that  is. 
Of  thesi  fifteen  two  have,  at  this  time,  (March  1st,  1871,)  taken 
letters  to  other  Presbyteries,  so  that  to-day  thirteen  only  are  left  to 
represent  the  old  Alton  Presbytery.  Of  the  churches  the  dissecting 
and  re-constructing  knife  has  made  similar  havoc.  Seven  are  sent  to 
Mattoon,  nineteen  to  Cairo  and  twenty-four  are  left.  There  is,  how¬ 
ever,  this  comfort:  These  thirty-seven  ministers,  excepting  two,  and 
all  the  fifty  churches  are  in  the  same  Synod.  Once,  then,  in  the  year 
the  members  of  the  old  Alton  Presbytery  may  enjoy  a  re-union,  and 
thus  keep  bright  the  chain  of  fellowship,  till  one,  after  another,  we 
join  Lippincott,  Brown,  Lovejoy,  Gfraves,  Blood,  Chamberlain,  Pyle, 
Whittaker,  Lyons,  Jones,  Butler,  Hollister,  Grosvenor  and  Josiah 
Wood.  It  will  be  but  a  very  little  while! 

III.  The  missionary  efforts  of  this  Presbytery  are  worthy  of 
notice.  Bear  in  mind  that  we  commenced  with  six  ministers  and 
seven  churches.  We  end  with  thirty-seven  ministers  and  fifty 
churches.  Besides,  there  are  at  least  eight  churches,  now  in  other 
connections,  which  owe  us  much,  almost,  or  quite,  as  much  as  their 
very  being.  These  •  missionary  efforts  commenced  as  early  as  1840, 
and  have  been  steadily  and  systematically  pursued.'  It  may  be  truly 
said  this  Presbytery  has  furnished  a  living  illustration  of  the  striking 
adaptation  of  the  Presbyterian  system  to  the  Home  Missionary  work. 
The  entire  Presbytery  has  seemed  to  realize  that  its  great  business  was 
to  evangelize.  While  carefully  guarding  our  grand  doctrinal  system, 
and  looking  heedfully  at  all  the  minutiae  of  discipline  and  order,  it 
has  been  as  a  means  to  an  end;  in  order  to  become  thus  a  truer ,  completer 
and  more  evident  instrument  of  Evangelization.  The  results,  though 
far  below  our  wishes  and  aims,  are  still  a  cause  for  profound  gratitude. 

Among  those  conspicuous  in  this  work,  I  will  mention  four  indivi¬ 
duals  : 

Bev.  William  Chamberlain,  after  laboring  for  twenty -two  years 
as  Missionary  of  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M,  among  the  Cherokees,  came  to 
Monticello,  in  June,  1840,  and  was  immediately  employed  by  Alton 
Presbytery  as  Presbyterial  Missionary.  He  labored  in  that  capacity 
with  great  diligence,  faithfulness  and  success  until  his  death,  which 
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took  place  in  this  city,  in  the  house  of  the  writter,  March  14th, 
1849,  after  a  sickness  of  only  eighteen  hours,  and  in  the  midst  of  the 
most  glorious  revival  of  religion  which  this  Alton  congregation  has 
ever  experienced. 

Rev.  Williston  Jones  was  ordained  by  this  Presbytery  at 
Duquoin,  September  13th,  1845.  For  one  year  he  labored  as  Presby- 
terial  Missionary  with  remarkable  zeal.  After  a  self-denying  career 
of  Home  Missionary  labor,  mostly  in  Iowa,  he  closed  his  useful  life  at 
Rolla,  Mo.,  Nov.  20th,  1865. 

Rev.  Joseph  Gordon  connected  with  Alton  Presbytery  April  23d, 
1847.  From  that  time  to  the  present  he  has  been  a  Presbyterial  Mis¬ 
sionary,  though  for  the  few  past  years  his  field  has  been  limited  to 
two  or  three  churches.  His  labors  have  been  marked  by  faithfulness, 
judiciousness  and  success. 

Rev.  Robert  Stewart  is  another  nomen  venerabile  et  magnum  in 
this  Home  Missionary  work.  He  entered  our  Presbyterial  service  in 
1850  and  continued  in  it,  for  the  most  part,  for  six  years. 

The  greatest  moral  and  religious  triumph  which  Alton  Presbytery  has 
achieved  is  securing  the  post  at  Cairo.  In  this  enterprise  Robert 
Stewart  and  E.  B.  Olmsted  were  the  pioneers.  In  a  sermon  preached  by 
Bro.  Stewart,  at  Cairo,  Oct.  30th,  1864,  he  used  this  language:  “I  ven¬ 
ture  to  say  no  body  of  men  in  modern  times  has  evinced  a  more  deter¬ 
mined  zeal  in  carrying  the  gospel  to  every  part  of  its  territory  than 
Alton  Presbytery.  Its  field  embraced  more  than  11,000  square  miles 
in  Southern  Illinois.  It  commenced  in  the  northern  portion  thereof, 
and  prosecuted  its  work,  going  south  from  neighborhood  to  neighbor¬ 
hood  and  from  county  to  county,  until  a  church  was  planted  in  every 
available  place.”  He  then  describes  the  beginning  at  Cairo.  On  Sab¬ 
bath,  Feb.  8th,  1852,  after  he  and  Bro.  Olmsted  had  been  their  own 
bellmen,  running  over  the  place  and  giving  notice  in  houses,  saloons 
and  boats,  he  preached  the  first  sermon  on  the  “Sam  Bale,”  wharf-boat. 
Bro.  Olmsted  preached  at  night  in  the  dining  hall  of  the  hotel,  loca¬ 
ted  on  the  point. 

Now ,  at  Cairo,  we  have  a  vigorous,  self-supporting  congregation, 
who  pay  their  pastor  as  large  a  salary  as  is  paid  in  this  State,  south  of 
Springfield.  They  have  a  good  house  of  worship  and  a  fine  par¬ 
sonage.  Since  re-constructon  they  have  also  given  their  name  to  the 
largest  of  the  three  Presbyteries,  into  which  the  Synod  of  Southern 
Illinois  has  been  divided.  Here,  then,  we  have  another  proof  of  the 
Missionary  spirit  of  the  old  Alton  Presbytery.  She  has  furnished, 
under  re-construction,  sixteen  ministers,  nineteen  churches,  and  the 
name  for  the  southern  and  southeastern  Presbytery  of  this  State,  a 
territory  in  which,  at  her  beginning,  she  had  not  a  minister  or  a 
church. 

IV.  To  Alton  Presbytery  the  well  informed  and  impartial  historian 
will  give  a  large  part  of  the  high  honor  of  leading  up  to  and  decid¬ 
ing  the  great  question  of  Denominational  Home  Missionary  action, 
in  distinction  from  action  through  outside  Societies. 
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Unconsciously  to  ourselves,  and  while  simply  following  the  dictates 
of  common  sense,  by  taking  hold  of  and  persistently  managing  our 
own  Home  Missionary  work,  even  when  required  to  yield  its  control 
to  outsiders,  we  brought  to  a  decision  the  great  fundamental  question 
involved.  That  question  was  this;  Shall  ihe  Presbyterian  Church 
manage  its  oion  Home  Missionary  worJc ,  or  an  outside  Society  which  r ef¬ 
fuses  to  be  responsible  to  the  Church  ?  The  Presbytery,  by  word  and 
act,  decided  for  Church  control.  When  the  society  refused,  in  con¬ 
sequence,  to  commission  our  Missionaries,  the  Presbytery  appealed  to 
the  Assembly;  gave  a  full  history  of  the  whole  matter  in  the  Presby¬ 
tery  Reporter  for  May,  1859,  and  placed  a  copy  in  the  hands  of  every 
member  of  the  Assembly.  The  discussion  came  on.  It  was  most 
thorough  on  both  sides.  The  Assembly  by  a  very  large  majority  decided, 
in  favor  of  Church  control.  That  discussion  and  vote  settled  the 
question  forever.  The  Assembly  immediately  assumed  a  part  of  the 
work,  and  in  1861  the  whole  of  it.  They  have  prosecuted  it  with 
great  determination  and  energy;  so  much  so  that  for  three  years  past 
the  N.  S.  Church,  though  one-third  less  than  the  0.  S.  in  numbers 
and  means,  have  fully  equaled,  and,  in  fact,  out  stripped  their  0.  S. 
sister. 

This  resumption  by  the  N.  S.  Church  of  her  control  of  Home  Mis¬ 
sions,  together  with  her  great  success,  in  the  work  prepared  the  way 
for  re-union.  We  may  expect,  that  when  truthful,  impartial  history 
is  written,  to  Alton  Presbytery  will  be  accorded  a  large  share  of  the 
honor  of  bringing  back  the  Church  to  which  she  belonged  to  the 
right  method  ot  benevolent  action.  And  since  without  that  return, 
re-union  would  have  been  impossible,  to  that  Presbytery,  by  fair  infer¬ 
ence,  belongs  a  share,  not  small,  of  the  credit  of  re-union. 

The  obstacles  in  the  way  of  getting  back  to  the  proper  method  of 
Home  Missionary  action  were  enormous.  A  powerful  moneyed  cor¬ 
poration  had  us  in  their  grasp.  But  one  of  our  weekly  religious 
papers  favored  the  movement,  viz ;  The  American  Presbyterian. 
The  Herald ,  of  Cincinnati,  opposed  it  violently.  The  Evangelist 
was  neutral,  if  anything  opposed,  but  meaning  to  be  non-committal. 
Congregational  papers  denounced  the  movement  in  unmeasured  terms. 
But  perseverance  and  pluck  and  trust  in  God  won  the  day. 

V.  The  anti-slavery  and  war  record  of  this  Presbytery  is 
most  honorable. 

The  first  martyr  to  the  anti-slavery  cause  in  this  country,  Elijah  P. 
Lovejoy,  was  a  member  of  Alton  Presbytery.  Driven  out  of  St. 
Louis  for  his  fearless  discussion  of  the  forbidden  topic,  he  established 
himself  and  his  paper  in  this  city.  At  the  very  first  meeting  of  the 
Presbytery  he  connected  himself  with  it,  and  found  himself  among  a 
band  of  sympathizing  brethren.  They  gave  him  what  countenance 
and  support  they  could;  but,  being  only  six  men  and  seven  small 
churches,  they  could  do  little  to  stay  the  mad,  fanatical,  whisky-in¬ 
spired  mob,  which,  winked  at  by  men  of  standing  and  influence,  and 
not  only  unopposed,  but  virtually  encouraged  by  the,  then,  Mayor  of 
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thin  city,  imbrued  their  hands  in  blood;  and  by  that  insane  attempt  to 
quench  freedom  of  speech  sowed  dragon’s  teeth  which  twenty-five 
years  after  sprung  up  in  the  shape  of  1,000,000  of  armed  men,  settling 
a  great  moral  question  by  means  of  the  thunder,  wounds  and  death 
of  the  battlefield.  Never  can  I  think,  without  the  fiercest  indigna¬ 
tion  of  the  contemptible  pusillanimity  of  the  civil  authorities  of  this 
city  on  that  memorable  7th  of  November,  1837.  A  proper  degree  of 
nerve,  displayed  at  that  supreme  moment,  would  have  protected  the 
great  principle  of  free  discussion,  and  might  have  led  to  the  peaceful 
solution  of  a  question,  the  settlement  of  which  has  since  cost  more 
than  300,000  lives  and  treasure  untold. 

Commencing,  thus,  in  full  sympathy  with  the  great  martyr,  this 
Presbytery  has  ever  steadfastly  adhered  to  the  great  principles  for 
which  he  died.  In  its  own  meetings,  by  its  representatives  on  the 
floor  of  the  Assembly,  by  a  host  of  resolutions  spread  out  upon  its 
Minutes,  in  numberless  newspaper  articles  and  discussions,  every 
where  and  at  ail  times  has  it  contended  for  freedom  of  speech,  and 
against  the  system  of  American  slavery.  Its  votes  upon  these  subjects 
were  nearly  always  unanimous.  Of  course  we  have  had  in  our  num¬ 
ber  some  constitutionally  timid  men;  but  experimentally  we  know  little 
about  time  servers.  That  species  of  the  genus  homo  has  seldom 
sought  to  connect  with  Alton  Presbytery! 

The  great,  uncompromising  anti-slavery  Congressman,  Owen  Love- 
joy,  was  a  Licentiate  of  Alton  Presbytery,  licensed  July  26th,  1838. 

And  when  the  crash  of  war  came  on — when  moral  principles, 
which  those  who  held  the  wrong  would  not  suffer  to  be  settled 
by  calm  discussion,  appeared  in  arms  this  Presbytery  was  a 
unit  for  God  and  the  right.  The  young  men  of  our  congrega¬ 
tions  eagerly  volunteered  for  the  strife;  and  so  many  of  them 
fell,  that,  perhaps,  one-half  of  the  families  of  our  country  congrega¬ 
tions  were  clad  in  mourning.  Several  of  our  ministers  went  forth  as 
Chaplains,  some  of  them  having  first  volunteered  as  private  soldiers; 
others  of  them  went  forth  as  Agents  of  the  Sanitary  and  Christian 
Commissions;  others  still  feeling  that  the  interests  of  good  government, 
of  humanity  and  of  pure  religion  were  in  deadly  peril,  ceased  not,  in 
their  public  addresses,  to  blow  the  silver  trumpet  of  patriotism  and 
righteousness,  filling  traitors  with  madness  and  the  timid  with  tremb¬ 
ling.  This  continued,  every  man  standing  to  his  guns  till  the  right 
triumphed  and  the  wrong  was  overthrown.  And  ever  since  the  terri¬ 
ble  conflict  was  ended,  every  man  of  the  Presbytery  has  been  seeking 
to  soothe  and  alleviate  the  heart  wounds  engendered  by  the  strife. 
Brethren  of  the  first  Alton  Presbytery,  standing  as  we  do  to-day,  at  the 
end  of  thirty-two  years  of  our  Presbyterial  life,  do  we  regret  sympa¬ 
thizing  with  the  martyr;  contending,  in  our  measure,  for  the  princi¬ 
ples  for  which  he  died;  suffering  the  obloquy  of  being  denounced  as 
“political  preachers,”  and  suffering  sometimes  in  our  families,  our 
persons,  our  pockets  ? 

Regret  do  I  say?  Are  we  not  glad  and  thankful  that  we  have  been 
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permitted  to  bear  a  part  in  the  grandest  conflict  of  the  age — a  conflict 
which  in  the  grandeur  of  its  underlying  principles  as  much  surpasses 
the  present  bloody  struggle  in  Europe  as  the  heavens  are  high  above 
the  earth!  We  end  as  a  Presbytery  at  a  fitting  time.  On  the  one  hand 
denominational  freedom  and  unity,  on  the  other  political  freedom  and 
equality  have  been  achieved.  A  memorable  thirty-three  years  !  An 
actor  in  its  scenes,  who,  however  small  his  ability,  and  however  insig¬ 
nificant  his  individual  achievements,  feels  conscious  that  he  has  ever 
been  upon  the  right  side  and  contributed  in  his  measure  to  its  success 
and  establishment,  need  not  feel  that  he  has  lived  in  vain. 

VI.  This  Presbytery  has  had  its  organ,  which  has  borne  a  part  in 
all  its  measures,  and  for  almost  the  entire  period  of  its  existence. 

The  “Presbytery  Reporter”  was  originated  by  this  Presbytery  and 
was  first  called  “The  Alton  Presbytery  Reporter.”  When  other 
Presbyteries  began  to  address  the  public  through  its  columns,  and  to 
aid  in  its  support,  the  word  Alton  was  dropped  from  its  name,  and  it 
became  and  continued,  “The  Presbytery  Reporter.”  The  first  num¬ 
ber  was  issued  in  May,  1845,  and  contained  only  eight  pages.  The 
next  number  with  sixteen  pages  was  issued  in  December  of  the  same 
year.  It  contained  a  history  of  all  the  churches  at  that  time  connected 
with  Alton  Presbytery.  The  third  number  was  published  in  May, 
1846,  and  contained  an  exceedingly  valuable  historical  sermon  by  Rev. 
Thomas  Lippincott. 

In  the  first  three  years,  seven  numbers  were  issued.  Then  it  ap¬ 
peared  quarterly,  next  bi-monthly  and  finally  monthly,  preserving  all  the 
while  the  same  shape  and  the  same  sized  pages.  It  was  also  paged  with 
reference  to  binding.  After  seven  volumes  were  completed,  contain¬ 
ing  an  average  of  600  pages  each,  its  subscription  list  was  transferred, 
January  1st,  1868,  to  the  Herald,  of  Cincinnati.  Since  then,  how¬ 
ever,  five  numbers  have  been  issued,  on  Vol.  VTII,  occupied  mostly 
with  the  Minutes  of  Presbyterial  meetings,  except  No.  3,  which  has 
biographical  sketches  of  Brethren  Lippincott,  Hollister  and  John 
Gibson,  with  a  steel  engraving  of  the  former,  and  contains  fifty 
pages. 

This  magazine  has  served  several  very  valuable  purposes : 

(1.)  It  has  kept  the  churches  acquainted  with  the  doings  of  Pres¬ 
bytery,  and  interested  in  the  Presbytery's  great  work  of  evangeliza¬ 
tion. 

(2.)  It  has  furnished  a  repository  for  biographical  sketches,  histor¬ 
ical  documents  and  numberless  articles  of  present  interest  and  great 
future  value — a  value  constantly  increasing  as  time  rolls  on.  It  has 
accurate  steel  engravings,  as  well  as  sketches,  of  Gideon  Blackburn, 
Artemas  Bullard,  John  M.  Ellis,  David  A.  Smith  and  Thomas  Lip- 
pineott. 

(3.)  It  has  been  the  means  of  getting  before  the  public,  those  views 
of  the  methods  of  home  evangelization,  which  have  ultimately 
triumphed,  and  are  now  every  where  received  without  question.  At  the 
time  these  views  were  first  advanced  and  discussed,  there  was  not  a 
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religious  paper  in  the  N.  S.  Church — save,  perhaps,  the  American 
Presbyterian — which  dared  publish  them.  They  were  bound  hand 
and  foot  by  regard  to  their  own  pecuniary  interests.  They  did  not 
attempt  to  create  any  public  opinion  on  this  subject;  they  only  fol¬ 
lowed  after  it,  and  always  “a  good  way  off.”  But,  when  the  discus¬ 
sion  was  over,  and  the  truth  established,  they,  like  Scott’s  Oliver 
Proudfute,  managed  to  be  in  at  the  death,  throw  up  their  hats  with 
the  victors  and  exult  hugely  in  a  triumph,  which  like  skulkers  and 
cowards,  they  did  not  strike  one  blow  to  achieve  !  But  for  our  brave 
little  “Reporter”  Alton  Presbytery  could  never  have  made  itself  heard. 
When  the  crisis  came  on  in  1859,  it  might  have  gone  down  on  its 
knees  to  the  Evangelist  and  Herald  and  not  one  word  of  its  argument, 
expose  and  petition  could  have  reached  the  public.  But  the  “Re¬ 
porter”  marched,  not  only  before  the  public  generally,  but  into  the 
Assembly ;  went  into  every  Commissioner’s  hands,  was  read,  believed 
and  conquered. 

(4.)  These  volumes  of  the  “Reporter”  furnish  documentary  proof 
of  all  that  has  been  said  in  this  discourse,  and  of  much  more,  which 
the  time  will  not  permit  me  to  notice. 

(5.)  Testimonies  to  its  value  are  most  abundant;  Missouri,  Wiscon¬ 
sin,  Indiana  and  Kansas  have  imitated  it,  establishing,  and  for  a  time, 
maintaining  Magazines  like  it  in  form,  name,  size  and  object.  Dr. 
Bullard  affirmed,  that  it  was  the  only  periodical  which  he  ever  read 
entirely  through.  A  prominent  minister  in  Indiana,  in  renewing  his 
subscription,  April  22d,  1865,  says,  UI  can’t  do  without  the  Repor¬ 
ter.  I  regard  it  as  the  John  the  Baptist,  of  our  present  denom¬ 
inational  homogeneity.  It  must  be  pleasant  to  Alton  Presbytery  to 
review  the  pages  of  its  volumes.” 

(6.)  Those  seven  volumes  contain  more  of  the  History  of  the 
N.  S.  Presbyterian  Church  in  Southern  Illinois,  and  indeed,  in  all  the 
State,  than  all  other  printed  documents  combined.  They  will,  there¬ 
fore,  be  of  untold  value  to  the  future  historian.  The  official  records  of 
Alton  Presbytery  may  be  burned,  or  otherwise  destroyed;  but  from 
these  volumes  every  thing  in  them  of  real  importance  can  be  re¬ 
covered. 

I  have  felt,  since  the  transfer  of  its  subscription  list,  that  the  lack 
of  it  seriously  affected  our  usefulness. 

In  concluding  an  address,  already,  perhaps,  too  long,  but  which  I 
could  hardly  have  made  shorter,  I  remark: 

That  in  re-organizing  an  army,  it  is  well  to  mingle  veterans  loitJi  the 
new  recruits.  They  may  not  have  all  the  fire  and  dash  of  the  new 
soldier.  They  may  be  more  or  less  enfeebled  by  wounds  and  the  ex¬ 
posures  of  years  of  active  service,  but  they  have  firmness,  steadiness 
and  experience.  King  William,  who  so  valiantly  leads  the  mighty 
Prussian  armies,  is  more  than  seventy-three  years  of  age.  General 
Yon  Moltke,  the  ablest  strategist  the  world  has  ever  seen,  and,  under 
the  King,  the  Commander  of  the  Prussian  hosts,  is  seventy  years  of 
age.  Count  Bismark,  William’s  unmatchable  civil  chief,  is  near  the 
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same  age.  Von  Bittenfield,  another  most  able  Prussian  General,  is 
seventy-four.  These  veterans  with  the  younger  Princes,  Frederick 
Charles,  forty-two,  and  Frederick  William,  thirty-nine,  constitute  a 
corps  of  leaders,  in  which  wisdom,  steadiness  and  experience  are 
mingled  with  dash  and  fire.  And  what  a  combination  !  How  resist- 
lessly  they  trample  down  mighty  armies,  extinguish  a  dynasty,  and 
conquer  a  capital ! 

So  in  re-organizing  this  Alton  Presbytery  you  have  some  veterans, 
wounded  and  scarred  indeed,  but  not  dead  or  disabled.  Mingle  them 
with  your  younger  men,  and  there  will  stand  up  a  company,  under 
the  Great  Captain  and  by  his  aid,  wise  and  strong ;  fitted,  perhaps,  to 
do  better  and  more  successful  service  than  all  those,  in  whose  places 
it  stands. 

In  gathering  the  facts  exhibited  in  these  pages,  I  wrote  to  a  brother 
requesting  him,  among  other  things,  to  tell  me  when  and  ivhere  he  was 
born.  I  waited  a  long  time,  and  no  answer.  Then  I  wrote  again. 
After  much  delay  came  a  reply,  setting  forth  with  perfect  clearness 
and  great  fulness  the  place  of  hi3  birth,  but  not  a  syllable,  or  a 
figure  about  the  time  thereof.  I  think  this  a  very  queer  omission, 
and  write  again.  At  last  the  reply  I  wanted  came,  but  under  protest; 
and  with  it  a  revelation  of  the  reason  of  former  delays  and  present 
reluctance.  The  good  brother  was  actually  afraid  to  tell  how  old  he 
was !  He  says,  “In  these  days  it  is  a  sin  for  a  minister  to  be  old” 
Now,  however,  right  the  brother  may  be  in  that  opinion — I  am 
afraid  he  is  altogether  right — I  do  not  sympathize  in  his  wish  for  con¬ 
cealment. 

It  will  he  a  privilege  and  honor,  when  we  stand  on  the  heights 
of  the  heavenly  Zion  to  review  fifty  years  of  service  in  the  Church 
Militant.  And  in  approaching  those  sacred  heights,  it  is  a  privilege 
to  look  back,  as  we  gain  one  lookout  place  after  another,  upon  the 
ground  already  fought  over.  The  review  of  p)ast  labors,  conflicts, 
perils  and  successes  is  one  of  the  richest  ingredients  in  the  cup  of 
present  happiness.  And  just  in  proportion  as  we  are  permitted  to 
serve  on,  labor  and  suffer  on  in  the  good  cause,  shall  we  add  to  the 
sweetness  of  some  future  review.  Heaven’s  fruition  will  be  the  accumu¬ 
lated  Christian  experiences  of  earth.  The  aged  Christian  is  the  ex- 
perienced  Christian — who  has  much  to  think  of  and  to  thank  God  for. 
The  grounds  of  his  happiness  are  solid  and  substantial ,  not  the  reveries 
and  fancies  of  youth,  but  accomplished  deeds — secured  victories 
and  triumphs. 

On  such  a  mount  of  review,  we  have  been  standing  this  evening;  and 
if  the  survey  has  been  with  mingled  emotions — emotions  of  pleasing 
pain  and  painful  pleasure,  “with  one  auspicious  and  one  dropping  eye,” 
it  has  left  this  basis  of  solid  satisfaction,  Alton  Presbytery  has  not 
been  a  failure  ! 

With  twenty-seven  of  our  number  dead,  and  sixty-nine  sent  forth 
to  other  fields,  the  little  band  of  thirteen,  with  a  tear  and  a  heart-pang 
at  parting  with  old  comrades,  stretch  out  their  hands  cheerfully,  as 
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may  be  to  their  brethren  from  Kaskaskia  and  Illinois;  and  thank 

God  they  are  not  called  upon  to  furl  their  far/. 

It  is  ALTON  PRESBYTERY  still!  !  !

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HISTORY  OF  KASKASKIA  PRESBYTERY. 

A  SERMON 

Delivered  by  Rev.  John  S.  Howell ,  at  the  Opening  of  the  Present 

Presbytery  of  Alton ,  September  15 th,  1870. 

In  reviewing  the  progress  of  tlie  Church,  even  that  which  is  within 
the  easy  recollection  of  those  of  us,  who  are  not  yet  reckoned  very 
old  men,  we  are  ready  to  exclaim,  just  as  Balaam  said  men  would  ex¬ 
claim  in  view  of  this  very  fact,  Nun].  23:  23,  “What  hath  God 
wrought !’’  All  the  works  of  nature  are  God’s  works.  What  we 
denominate  the  laws  of  nature,  are  only  modes  by  which  He  or¬ 
dinarily  carries  on  his  works  of  Providence ;  whilst  those  works  that 
we  denominate  miracles  are  still  God’s  works,  though  not  by  the 
agency  of  second  causes,  but  by  the  immediate  exercise  of  his  power  by 
suspending  laws  of  nature.  But  the  progress  of  the  Church  is  em¬ 
phatically  and  pre-eminently  God's  work.  It  is  infinitely  above  and 
beyond  the  power  of  all  nature’s  laws  to  produce  such  results.  God  has- 
undertaken  to  reclaim  to  its  allegiance  a  revolted  province  of  his 
empire,  in  which  every  individual  member  has  an  inherent-deep- 
seated  hostility  to  its  rightful  sovereign ;  and  this  he  does,  not  by 
sending  armies  from  other  provinces  of  his  dominion,  who  have  always 
remained  loyal  to  him,  but  simply  by  sending  those,  who  themselves 
once  were  enemies  and  aliens,  to  proclaim  a  full  and  free  pardon  to 
all  who  will  now  cease  their  rebellion,  and  own  allegiance  to  the 
Prince  of  life 

“We  have  this  treasure  in  earthen  vessels  that  the  excellency  of 
the  power  may  be  of  God,  and  not  of  us.”  “It  is  not  by  might  nor 
by  power,  but  by  my  Spirit  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts.”  nis  Spirit 
alone  can  subdue  the  enmity,  and  make  loyal,  willing  subjects  of 
those  who  before  were  enemies  and  aliens. 

In  the  brief  outline,  which  I  propose  to  present,  it  will  be  appar¬ 
ent  that  the  work  accomplished  in  the  progress  and  growth  of  the 
Church  has  been  accomplished  by  the  agency  of  God’s  Spirit.  Many 
of  us  well  remember,  when  there  were  not  three  Presbyterian  minis¬ 
ters  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  not  more  than  twice  that  number  of 
Presbyterian  churches.  These  were  under  the  care  of  Muhlenberg 
Presbytery.  We  thought  it  an  encouraging  mark  of  progress,  when 
the  Synod  of  Indiana  was  erected,  and  the  Presbytery  called  The 
Centre  Presbytery  of  Illinois  was  constituted  and  attached  to 
that  Synod.  This  was  done  in  October,  1828. 

But  when  in  1831,  Centre  Presbytery  was,  by  the  action  of  the 
Synod  of  Indiana,  divided  into  three  Presbyteries,  and  that  with 
the  avowed  object  of  erecting  a  Synod  of  Illinois,  we  felt  that  Pres- 
byteriandspa  in  this  State  had  a  permanent  foothold. 

Here  is  the  record  of  the  organization  of  Kaskaskia  Presbytery: 

The  IVpsbytery  of  Kaskaskia  met  at  Yandalia,  Illinois,  on  the  4th 
of  Marci  ^  1831,  in  pursuance  pfthe  following  resolution  of  the  Synod 
©f  Indiai  viz : 
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“The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  overture  No.  2,  viz;  A 
memorial  from  the  Centre  Presbytery  of  Illinois,  requesting  a  division 
of  that  Presbytery,  and  the  adoption  of  measures  for  the  erection  of 
a  new  Synod,  reported  the  following  resolution : 

“ Resolved ,  That  the  request  contained  in  said  memorial  be  granted, 
and  that  Centre  Presbytery  of  Illinois,  be  divided  according  to  the 
plan  therein  proposed,  which  is  as  follows  : 

“Kaskaskia  Presbytery  to  include  all  that  part  of  the  State  of  Illi¬ 
nois,  which  lies  south  of  the  present  northern  boundary  of  the  coun¬ 
ties  of  Madison,  Pond,  Payette  and  Crawford;  consisting  of  the 
following  ministers,  viz:  John  Matthews,  Stephen  Bliss,  Thomas  Lip- 
pincott,  Theron  Baldwin,  Benjamin  P.  Spilman,  Solomon  Hardy 
and  Benoni  Y.  Messenger — 7;  and  having  under  its  care  the  fol¬ 
lowing  churches :  Kaskaskia,  Collinsville,  Sugar  Creek,  Edwards- 
ville,  Bethel,  Greenville,  Shoal  Creek,  Vandalia,  Wabash,  New  Bethel, 
Pairfield,  Carmi,  Sharon,  Hopewell,  Shawneetown,  Golconda  and 
New  Haven — 17. 

“That  the  first  meeting  be  held  at  Vandalia,  on  the  first  Friday  of 
March,  1831;  Rev.  John  Matthews  to  open  the  same  with  a  sermon, 
and  preside  until  a  Moderator  be  chosen.” 

All  the  ministers  were  present  at  the  first  meeting,  except  S.  Bliss. 

The  following  churches  were  represented:  Edwardsville,  Jeremiah 
Abbott;  Greenville,  Joseph  Howell;  Sharon,  Andrew  Story;  Bethel, 
James  McClurg;  Shoal  Creek,  Hugh  McReynolds. 

T.  Lippincott  was  chosen  Moderator,  and  B,  F.  Spilman  Temporary 
Clerk. 

At  this  first  meeting  Bro.  Spilman  reported  the  organization  of  a 
church,  on  the  27th  of  February,  1831,  in  Jefferson  county,  called 
Gilead. 

Presbytery  at  this  meeting  appointed  a  committee  to  prepare 
standing  rules  and  docket  of  business;  also  a  committee  (Spilman 
and  Baldwin),  to  prepare  a  history  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  within 
our  bounds. 

At  the  next  meeting,  September  3d,  1831,  at  Greenville,  Wm.  K, 
Stewart  was  received  from  the  Presbytery  of  Muhlenberg. 

T.  Lippincott  reported  the  organization  of  the.  Alton  church  on  the 
9th  of  June,  1831,  consisting  of  eight  members.  Presbytery  was 
also  informed  of  the  organization  of  the  church  of  Palestine,  on  the 
14th  of  May,  with  seventeen  members. 

S.  Hardy  was  dismissed  to  the  Presbytery  of  Illinois. 

In  this  first  year's  proceedings  no  copy  is  preserved  in  the  records 
of  the  Statistical  Report  to  the  General  Assembly.  It  would  be  an 
interesting  document. 

The  Spring  meeting  was  held  at  Carmi,  April  6th,  1832.  At  which 
a  call  was  presented  to  Presbytery  by  the  church  of  Vandalia.  for  the 
pastoral  labors  of  William  K.  Stewart;  it  was  placed  in  his  hands, 
accepted  and  a  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  installation  ser¬ 
vices, 
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John  F.  Brooks,  from  the  Presbytery  of  Oneida,  John  Montgom¬ 
ery,  from  the  Presbytery  of  Northumberland  and  Albert  Hale,  from 
the  Association  of  the  Eastern  District  of  New  Haven  (Jo  ,  Conn  , 
were  received  as  members  of  Presbytery. 

The  Fall  meeting  was  held  at  Gilead,  Jefferson  Po.,  at  which  Bro. 
Spilman  reported  the  organization  of  a  church  at  Equality.  Thos. 
Lippincott  and  B.  lb  Messenger  were  dismissed  to  the  Presbytery 
of  Illinois, 

At  this  meeting  were  heard,  (so  far  as  Kaskaskia  Presbytery  was 
concerned,)  the  first  low  mutterings  of  that  volcano  whose  mighty 
throes  and  fearful  thunderings,  in  subsequent  years,  convulsed,  and 
at  length  rent  asunder,  not  merely  Kaskaskia  Presbytery,  but  the 
entire  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  fathers  in  Kaskaskia  Presbytery  at  that  day  were  excellent 
men,  and  earnest  and  successful  workers  in  the  Lord  s  vineyard;  but 
they  could  not  tolerate  what  they  regarded  as  innovation ,  either 
in  doctrine  or  worship.  But,  as  in  nature,  time  restores  the  desola¬ 
tions  which  a  volcano  has  produced;  changing  that  molten,  seething, 
burning  mass  of  scathing  lava,  which  overspreads  the  plain,  turning 
it  into  fruitful  soil,  and  covering  it  with  luxuriant  verdure;  so — 
thanks  be  unto  God!  the  desolations  of  Zion,  caused  by  dissension, 
strife  and  division,  are  now  happily  healed,  and  we  come  together  a 
re-united  Presbytery — a  re-united  Church,  understanding  each  other 
better,  and  with  new  resolves  to  live  and  labor  for  the  advancement 
of  the  kingdom  of  our  blessed  Lord. 

But  to  return:  The  Spring  meeting  was  held  at  Palestine,  Ill.,  in 
April,  1833,  at  which  Wm.  Hamilton  was  received  from  the  Presby¬ 
tery  of  Muhlenburg,  Ky.  Two  licentiates  were  also  received  under 
the  care  of  Presbytery,  viz;  Isaac  Bennett,  from  the  Association  of 
Vermont;  and  Alex.  Ewing,  from  the  Presbytery  of  New  Castle,  Pa. 
The  former  was  ordained,  as  an  evangelist,  at  that  meeting.  Ar¬ 
rangements  were  made  for  an  adjourned  meeting  of  Presbytery,  at 
Greenville,  with  a  view  to  the  ordination  of  the  latter;  he  having  al 
ready  engaged  as  Stated  Supply  of  that  church. 

It  may  be  an  item  of  news  to  some  of  the  younger  brethern  of 
Presbytery,  that  the  question  of  Synodical  representation,  that  has 
been  so  thoroughly  ventilated  within  the  last  year,  was  also  a  subject 
of  animated  discussion  at  that  day.  The  General  Assembly  of  the 
previous  year  had  sent  it  down,  as  an  overture,  to  be  voted  on  by  the 
Presbyteries.  Ours,  after  mature  deliberation,  voted  with  .great 
unanimity  to  retain  the  Presbyterial  representation.  There  was  a  feel¬ 
ing  then,  as  now,  that^by  Synodical  representation  the  General  Assem¬ 
bly  would  be  too  far  removed  from  us. 

The  church  of  Elkhorn,  Washington  county,  (now  Nashville,)  had 
been  organized  the  Fail  previous  by  Father  Matthews,  with  eight 
members.  On  the  Gth  of  January,  1833,  the  church  of  Belle¬ 
ville,  St.  Clair  county,  had  been  organized  by  Rev.  John  F.  Brooks, 
with  six  members. 
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The  Fall  meeting  of'  Presbytery  was  held  at,  Collinsville,  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  1833.  Here  Roswell  Brooks,  a  Licentiate  of  the  Association  of 
New  Haven,  Conn.,  was  received  under  the  care  of  Presbytery,  and 
after  the  usual  examination,  ordained  as  an  Evangelist. 

Bro.  Bliss  reported  the  organization  of  a  church  in  Edwards 
county,  consisting  of  nine  members. 

Presbytery  adopted  a  resolution  asking  Synod  to  divide  the  Presby¬ 
tery,  which  resulted  in  the  formation  of  the  Presbytery  of  Wabash. 

Brethren  Bennett  and  Hale  were  appointed  a  committee  to  take 
into  consideration  the  great  want  of  success  of  the  gospel  among  us, 
and  to  report  at  the  next  stated  meeting.  And  it  was  further  resolved, 
that  each  minister  of  this  Presbytery  take  this  subject  into  serious 
and  prayerful  examination  for  himself.  And,  Brethren,  might  it  not 
be  well  for  some  of  us,  who  like  the  disciples  have  toiled  all  night 
and  have  taken  nothing,  to  adopt  this  last  resolution  as  our  own,  and 
seriously  and  prayerfully  inquire  why  the  Divine  influences  are 
withheld  and  why  spiritual  dearth  prevails.  It  is  cause  for  regret 
that  Presbytery  did  not  think  fit  to  spread  upon  its  records  the  report 
of  the  committee.  There  can  be  no  doubt,  but  that  the  mature 
thoughts  of  such  men  as  Albert  Hale  and  Isaac  Bennett,  on  a  subject 
of  such  momentous  interest,  would  have  been  of  permanent  value  to 
the  Church. 

The  church  in  Marine  Settlement,  as  it  was  called  at  that  day, 
now  Marine  Town,  was  organized  by  Brethren  Hale  and  It.  Brooks, 
Nov.  2d,  1833,  with  sixteen  members. 

In  the  Spring  of  1834,  James  NA.  Ramsey,  a  Ruling  Elder  of  the 
church  of  Sugar  Creek,  was  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel  as  a  proba¬ 
tioner  for  the  gospel  ministry.  He  was  earnest  and  laborious,  sound 
in  the  faith,  solid  and  logical  in  argument,  and  like  the  church  of 
Ephesus,  lie  could  not  bear  them  that  were  evil.  Various  causes  oper¬ 
ated  to  prevent  his  applying  for  ordination,  chiefly  the  failure  of  his 
health.  After  ceasing  to  preach  he  continued  to  exercise  the  office 
of  Ruling  Elder  in  the  church  of  Sugar  Creek ;  often  representing 
that  church  in  Presbytery,  and  repeatedly  representing  the  Presby¬ 
tery  in  the  General  Assembly. 

The  same  year  Theron  Baldwin  was  dismissed  to  the  Presbytery  of 
Illinois,  and  William  Hamilton  to  the  Presbytery  of  Muhlenberg, 
Kentucky. 

The  year  1835  passed  without  any  accessions  to  our  Presbytery, 
either  of  churches  or  ministers;  while  it  was  still  further  weakened 
by  the  dismission  of  Alex.  Ewing  to  the  Presbytery  of  Sangamon, 
and  Albert  Hale  to  the  Presbytery  of  Illinois. 

In  183G,  Presbytery  received  William  J.  Frazer,  an  independent 
minister,  he  having  previously  renounced  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  declared  himself  independent  of  all  church 
organizations.  The  trouble  this  man  gave  us  in  subsequent  years, 
should  be  a  standing  warning  to  us,  not  lightly  to  receive  again  into 
our  body  those,  who,  in  violation  of  their  solemn  covenant  vows  to 
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submit  to  their  brethren  in  the  Lord,  have  openly  renounced  their 
authority  and  declared  themselves  independent.  The  Presbytery 
should  be  exceedingly  cautious  of  receiving  members  not  in  good  and 
regular  standing  in  the  bodies  from  which  they  come;  and  the  same 
rule  will  hold  good  of  church  sessions  receiving  members.  Even  in 
the  Apostles’  days  there  were  some  men  crept  in  unawares,  ungodly 
men  turning  the  grace  of  God  into  lasciviousness.  The  history  of 
the  Church  from  that  day  to  this  shows  that  such  men  have  always 
found  a  place  in  the  Church;  and  to  guard  the  fold  of  Christ  against 
the  encroachments  of  such  should  be  the  sedulous  care  of  each  of 
Zion’s  watchmen.  It  is  worthy  of  note,  that  Synod  took  exception 
to  this  action  of  Presbytery  on  review  of  their  records. 

The  same  year,  (1836,)  Jas.  Stafford  was  received  from  the  Pres¬ 
bytery  of  the  Western  District  of  North  Carolina.  lie  was  a  man  of 
sound  judgment  and  unswerving  adherence  to  what  he  regarded  as 
truth  and  duty.  He  remained  a  member  of  this  Presbytery,  (except 
about  one  year  in  which  he  was  connected  with  the  Presbytery  of 
Schuyler,)  until  his  decease  in  1867. 

But  the  Presbytery  was  again  reduced,  by  the  action  of  Synod  in 
the  Fall  of  1836,  forming  the  Presbytery  of  Alton,  mainly  from  our 
western  border,  so  that  Kaskaskia  Presbytery  was  compressed  in  a 
long  and  narrow  strip  ot  territory,  extending  from  Hillsboro  to 
Shawneetown,  a  distance  of  150  miles,  and  having  for  the  most  part 
only  a  single  tier  of  churches;  embracing  six  ministers  and  thirteen 
feeble  churches,  containing,  according'  to  the  report  to  the  General 
Assembly,  in  the  Spring  of  1837,  309  communicant  members,  all 
told;  110  of  these  being  members  of  the  Hillsboro  church,  leaving 
199  divided  among  the  remaining  twelve  churches.  Add  to  this,  the 
fact  that  in  almost  every  church,  however  weak,  there  were  some 
whose  sympathies  were  not  with  the  branch  of  the  Church  with 
which  our  Presbytery  remained  connected,  and  some  idea  may  be 
formed  of  the  difficulties  under  which  Kaskaskia  Presbytery  labored 
in  endeavoring  to  prosecute  its  work  and  cultivate  the  field  commit¬ 
ted  to  its  care.  Moreover,  while  dissension  and  strife  was  rending  the 
Church,  a  general  apathy  pervaded  it;  no  one  could  expect  revival 
influences  under  such  circumstances,  and  none  were  surprised  by 
finding  what  they  did  not  look  for,  pray  for,  or  labor  for. 

For  the  year  ending  April  1st,  1837,  only  two  churches  reported 
any  additions  on  profession,  viz:  Hillsboro  two  and  Shaw'neetown 
seven;  total,  nine.  A  sad,  though  striking  illustration  of  the  truth 
of  the  declaration,  “The  fruits  of  righteousness  are  sown  in  Peace 
of  them  that  make  peace.”  And  we  may  learn  Brethren,  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  giving  heed  to  the  exhortation  of  the  Apostle.  “Consider  the 
things  which  make  for  Peace,'’  as  well  as  those,  “whereby  one  may 
edify  another.” 

Owing  to  still  further  reduction  of  territorial  limits,  and  the  fact 
that  Kaskaskia  church  had  become  extinct,  only  four  of  the  original 
thirteen  churches  remained  under  the  care  of  the  Presbytery  of  Ka§- 
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kaskia,  at  the  time  of  Re-construction,  viz:  Hillsboro,  Greenville, 
Sugar  Creek  and  Nashville. 

I  omitted  to  mention  at  the  proper  time,  that  Presbytery  had  re¬ 
ceived  during  the  year,  John  Silliman,  from  the  Presbytery  of  Mor- 
ganton,  and  J.  S.  Reasoner,  from  the  Presbytery  of  Cayuga;  and 
also,  T.  A.  Spilman  and  the  church  of  Hillsboro,  which  had  been 
detached  from  Sangamon  Presbytery  and  attached  to  Kaskaskia,  by 
order  of  Synod.  But  in  the  meantime,  William  K.  Stewart  had  taken 
a  letter  to  the  Presbytery  of  Schuyler;  thus  leaving  us  with  but  six 
ministers,  as  I  before  stated. 

The  year  1838  gave  us  an  additional  minister,  Gyrus  Riggs,  from 
the  Presbytery  of  Schuyler,  but  no  additional  churches;  and  only 
twelve  members  are  reported  as  being  added  to  the  churches  on  pro¬ 
fession,  and  eighteen  by  letter;  total  thirty. 

But  the  same  year  took  from  us  Rev.  John  Silliman,  a  man  greatly 
beloved  by  the  people  of  his  charge.  He  died  at  his  residence  in 
White  county,  Illinois,  in  November,  1838.  His  was  the  first  death 
occurring  among  the  members  of  our  Presbytery,  from  the  time  of' 
its  organization.  He  had  labored  as  Stated  Supply  to  the  churches  of 
Sharon  and  Carmi  from  the  time  of  his  coming  among  us  until  his 
decease. 

The  year  1839  passed  without  anything  specially  encouraging. 
The  Presbytery  was  engaged  in  a  tedious  judicial  investigation  in  the 
case  of  William  J.  Frazer,  already  referred  to,  which  resulted  in  his 
being  silenced  from  preaching  and  suspended  from  the  communion  of 
the  Church. 

In  1840  three  additional  churches  were  added  to  the  roll,  and 
Cyrus  C.  Riggs,  a  son  of  Rev.  Cyrus  Riggs,  was  ordained  to  the  full 
work  of  the  gospel  ministry.  He  was  a  man  of  more  than  ordinary 
talent,  earnest  and  energetic,  full  of  enthusiasm  in  his  work,  yet 
affable  and  agreeable  in  his  manners,  and  calculated  to  make  friends 
wherever  he  went.  But  his  sojourn  among  us  was  brief.  In  1842,  he 
removed  to  Pennsylvania,  where  he  continues  to  preach  the  gospel, 
having  been  honored  some  years  since  with  a  Doctorate. 

In  1840  Presbytery  received  Rev.  B.  A.  Brown,  from  the  Presby¬ 
tery  of  Troy;  but  after  a  year’s  sojourn  with  us  he  was  dismissed  at 
his  own  request.  The  request  was  presented  by  letter,  and  in  grant¬ 
ing  it,  Presbytery  conformed  its  action  to  the  very  letter  of  the  request, 
which  was,  ‘‘to  be  dismissed  to  any  Presbytery  or  Association  in  the 
bounds  of  which  Providence  might  cast  his  lot.”  It  is  worthy  of  note, 
that  Synod  took  exception  to  this,  on  the  review  of  the  records. 

A.  M.  Ilearshy,  a  Licentiate  of  the  Presbytery  of  Washington 
was  received  under  the  care  of  Presbytery  and  ordained;  but  was 
soon  dismissed  to  the  Presbytery  of  Carlisle. 

The  same  year  Bro.  Reasoner  was  dismissed  to  the  Presbytery  of 
Palestine. 

In  1841,  A.  Ewing  returned  to  us  from  the  Presbytery  of  Schuy¬ 
ler,  and  continued  his  labors  among  us  until  his  decease  in  1845,  Hi? 
death  was  sudden,  while  yet  in  the  prime  and  vigor  of  life. 
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Tn  that  year  the  church  at  Carlyle  was  organized. 

The  following  year,  (18-12)  A.  C.  Allen,  a  Licentiate  of  the  Pres¬ 
bytery  of  Louisville,  was  received,  ordained  and  installed  pastor  of 
the  church  of  Hillsboro.  He  continued  in  charge  of  that  church 
until  1845,  when  he  was  dismissed  to  the  Presbytery  of  North  Ala¬ 
bama. 

In  1843  Presbytery  reported  eight  ministers  and  twenty-four 
churches;  and  the  following  year  over  100  accessions,  on  profession, 
are  reported. 

In  1845  H.  D.  McKee  was  received  from  the  Presbytery  of  Sanga¬ 
mon;  and  labored  a  year  as  Stated  Supply  to  the  church  at  Vandalia, 
when  he  was  dismissed  to  the  Presbytery  of  Allegheny. 

In  1845  J3.  Leffler  was  ordained  as  an  Evangelist,  having  been  re¬ 
ceived  as  a  Licentiate  from  the  Presbytery  of  New  Albany;  and  is 
still  a  member,  though  for  several  years  he  was  connected  with  the 
Presbytery  ol‘  Palestine,  and  afterward  with  that  of  Saline. 

The  following  year,  T.  W.  Hynes  was  ordained  and  installed  pastor 
of  the  Hillsboro  church,  having  been  received,  under  the  care  of 
Presbytery  as  a  Licentiate  from  the  Presbytery  of  Madison,  Ind. 

At  the  same  meeting  of  Presbytery  J.  S.  Howell  was  ordained  as 
an  Evangelist,  he  having  been  licensed  the  year  previous. 

The  same  year  Presbytery  licensed,  and  the  following  year  ordained 
as  an  Evangelist,  William  Gardner,  who  labored  earnestly  and  suc¬ 
cessfully  within  our  bounds  until  called  to  his  rest  in  1852. 

In  1847  Presbytery  received  P.  1).  Young,  from  the  Presbytery  of 
Ogdensburg,  who  labored  as  Stated  Supply  to  several  churches  until 
1857,  when  he  was  dismissed  to  the  Presbytery  of  Sangamon. 

Also  J.  L.  Hawkins,  from  the  Presbytery  of  Iledstone.  lie  labored 
with  the  churches  of  Sharon  and  Carmi  until  the  year  1849,  when  he 
was  dismissed  to  the  Presbytery  of  Palestine. 

Father  Piggs,  also  rested  from  his  labors  in  1849,  having  attained 
to  a  good  old  age,  and  peacefully  closing  a  long  and  useful  life  in  the 
service  of  his  Divine  Lord. 

Thus,  ten  ye  ays  passed,  from  1810  to  1850,  without  any  increase  of 
laborers,  though  the  number  of  churches  had  nearly  doubled,  and  of 
church  members  quadrupled. 

In  1848  several  churches  and  ministers  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
Presbytery  were  detached  from  it  and  attached  to  Sangamon;  but  in 
1853  the  Presbytery  was  restored  to  its  former  boundaries. 

In  1850  John  Kennedy  was  received  from  the  Presbytery  of  Louis¬ 
ville;  and  labored  with  the  church  of  Chester  about  a  year,  when,  in 
August,  1851,  it  was  said  to  him,  “The  Master  is  come  and  calleth 
for  thee/’ 

In  1851  Mr.  Hamilton  was  again  received  from  the  Presbytery  of 
Muhlenberg,  and  labored  a  year  with  the  church  of  Greenville. 
Afterwards  he  organized  the  church  of  Elm  Point,  and  labored  as 
Stated  Supply  to  that  church  and  Waveland.  In  1865  he  joined  a 
pew  organization  called.  “The  Evangelical  Christian  Union,”  and 
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Presbytery,  having  been  duly  notified  of  the  fact,  erased  his  name 
from  the  roll. 

In  1853  C.  D.  Martin  was  received  from  the  Presbytery  of  Pal¬ 
myra;  and  labored  among  the  churches  of  Perry  and  Randolph  coun¬ 
ties  until  1856,  when  he  was  dismissed  to  the  Presbytery  of  Upper 
Missouri. 

D.  A.  Wallace  was  also  received  the  same  year  from  the  Presbytery 
of  Palestine,  and  installed  pastor  of  the  church  of  Nashville,  where 
he  remained  until  1864,  when  he  was  dismissed  to  return  again  to 
Palestine. 

Peter  Hassenger  was  also  received  from  the  Presbytery  of  Red¬ 
stone,  and  continues' with  us. 

In  1854  R.  M.  Roberts  was  received  from  the  Presbytery  of  New 
Albany,  and  labored  several  years  as  pastor  at  Hillsboro;  and  after¬ 
wards  having  organized  a  church  at  Litchfield,  he  was  called  to  take 
charge  of  it,  and  continued  there  until  1868,  when  he  was  dismissed 
to  Palestine  Presbytery. 

In  1855  Samuel  Pettigrew  was  received  from  the  Presbytery  of  St. 
Louis,  and  after  laboring  one  year  as  Stated  Supply  to  Carlyle  church 
returned  there. 

In  1856  A.  C.  Morrison  was  received  from  the  Presbytery  of 
Hocking,  and  after  laboring  with  us  four  years,  was  dismissed  to  the 
Presbytery  of  Highland.  W.  H.  Templeton  was  also  received  the 
same  year,  and  continues  with  us  still,  sowing  diligently  the  good  seed 
of  the  kingdom. 

The  following  year,  P.  D.  Young  was  dismissed  to  Sangamon  Pres¬ 
bytery. 

The  year  1858  witnessed  several  accessions  :  P.  R.  Yannatta,  from 
the  Presbytery  of  Rock  River;  S,  B.  Smith,  from  Schuyler;  F.  H. 
L.  Laird  and  B.  H.  Charles,  from  the  Presbytery  of  Transylvania. 

That  year  Synod  organized  the  Presbytery  of  Hillsboro,  mainly 
from  the  northern  part  of  Kaskaskia  Presbytery;  and  the  following 
year  the  Presbytery  of  Saline,  taking  several  churches  and  three 
ministers  from  the  southeastern  part  of  the  Presbytery,  leaving  it 
weaker  than  it  had  been  at  any  time  since  its  organization.  The  few 
noble  workers  that  were  left,  continued  to  toil  on  bravely  in  their 
work,  until  the  Fall  of  1862,  when  it  became  apparent  that  help  must 
be  obtained  from  abroad,  or  old  Kaskaskia  Presbytery  would  become 
extinct.  They  reported  only  four  ministers,  and  one  of  them  “in 
transitu”  and  another  preparing  to  leave.  The  attention  of  Synod 
being  called  to  this  fact,  Synod  dissolved  the  Presbytery  of  Hillsboro, 
attaching  its  ministers  and  churches  again  to  Kaskaskia  Presbytery. 

In  1861  Father  Matthews  departed  this  life,  having  reached  the 
advanced  age  of  eighty-five  or  eighty-six. 

The  Presbytery  of  Hillsboro  brought  with  it  several  new  names, 
not  previously  appearing  upon  our  roll:  Samuel  Lynn,  pastor  at 
Jersey ville,  who  subsequently  joined  the  Declaration  and  Testimony 
party;  H.  Blankie,  since  dismissed  to  the  Presbytery  of  Upper 
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Missouri;  A.  N.  Denny,  since  deceased;  William  Barnes,  still  with  us; 
W.  L.  Mitchell,  pastor  at  Hillsboro,  deceased,  February,  1863;  R  M. 
Roberts,  pastor  at  Litchfield;  S.  B.  Smith,  F.  H.  L  Laird,  James 
Stafford,  T.  W.  Hynes,  Peter  Hassinger,  William  Hamilton,  J.  S. 
Howell  and  H.  M.  Corbett,  afterwards  dismissed  to  the  Presbytery  of 
Iowa. 

At  the  same  meeting  Rev.  S.  D  Lougheed  was  received  from  the 
the  Presbytery  of  St.  Louis.  Thus  reinforced  Presbytery  reported 
eighteen  ministers  and  thirty  churches.  Rev.  A.  R.  Naylor  was  also 
received  from  the  Presbytery  of  Saline. 

In  1865  R.  G.  Williams  was  ordained  to  the  full  work  of  the  min¬ 
istry,  having  been  received  under  the  care  of  Presbytery  the  year 
previous  from  the  Presbytery  of  Ohio.  The  church  of  Richview  was 
organized  with  ten  members. 

In  1866  Rev  J.  R.  Brown  was  received  from  the  Presbytery  of 
Schuyler,  and  became  Stated  Supply  to  the  church  of  Hillsboro,  and 
subsequently  pastor. 

Rev.  Wm.  Bridgeman  was  received  from  the  Presbytery  of  Fox 
River;  but  afterward  renounced  the  jurisdiction  of  Presbytery,  and 
requested  that  his  name  might  be  stricken  from  the  roll  of  Presby¬ 
tery,  which  was  complied  with. 

The  following  year,  Rev.  T.  D.  Davis  was  received  from  the  Pres¬ 
bytery  of  St.  Louis,  (U.  P.)  and  has  since  been  dismissed  to  the 
Presbytery  of  Sangamon. 

In  1868  Rev.  H.  Mattice  was  received  from  the  Presbytery  of 
Kansas,  as  a  Licentiate  and  ordained  by  this  Presbytery;  afterwards  dis¬ 
missed  to  the  Classis  of  New  York,  Dutch  Reformed.  Rev.  E.  Buck, 
from  Presbytery  of  Alton,  and  Rev.  A.  J.  Clark  from  the  Presbytery 
of  Bloomington  were  received;  and  the  latter  installed  pastor  of  the 
church  at  Chester.  T.  E  Spilman  was  received  as  a  Licentiate  from 
the  Presbytery  of  Rock  River,  and  ordained  and  installed  Pastor  of 
the  church  at  Butler. 

The  following  year  we  received,  as  follows:  Rev.  Gr.  Fraser,  of  the 
Presbytery  of  Lafayette,  and  installed  pastor  at  Greenville;  Rev.  I. 
N.  Candee,  D.  D.,  from  the  Presbytery  of  Warren,  and  installed  pas¬ 
tor  at  Richview;  Rev.  J.  C  Wagaman  from  the  Presbytery  of  Schuy¬ 
ler;  Rev.  G.  Stebbins  from  the  Presbytery  of  Brassau,  Rev.  W.  W. 
Williams  from  the  Presbytery  of  Palestine;  and  Rev.  A.  S.  Foster  from 
the  Presbytery  of  Saltsburg,  who  was  installed  pastor  at  Litchfield. 

A  church  was  also  organized  at  Sparta,  consisting  of  sixty  mem¬ 
bers. 

During  the  present  year,  (1870),  we  have  ordained  J.  H.  Spilman, 
as  an  Evangelist;  and  ordained  and  installed  as  pastor  of  the  church 
at  Sparta,  John  Hood. 

Thus  at  the  time  of  re-construction,  there  were  on  the  roll  twenty- 
four  ministers  and  twenty-nine  churches,  with  1,678  communicants. 
Presbytery  reported  for  the  year  ending  April  1st,  1870,  116  addi¬ 
tions  on  profession,  and  129  by  letter. 
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And  now,  fathers  and  brethren,  let  us  strive  to  realize  how  brief 
the  period  in  which  we  are  permitted  to  labor  in  the  vineyard  of  our 
blessed  Master ;  and  let  us  strive  so  to  labor  that  at  last  he  may  say 
of  each  of  us,  “He  hath  done  what  he  could.”  May  the  Lord  Jesus, 
who,  of  God,  is  made  unto  us  wisdom ,  as  well  as  righteousness,  sanc¬ 
tification  and  redemption,  give  us  wisdom  to  win  souls  to  him,  that  at 
the  great  day  of  account  we  may  be  enabled  each  to  say  with  joy, 
“Here  am  I  and  the  children  whom  God  hath  given  me.” 

And  to  his  name  be  the  praise  forever,  through  Christ  our  Savior, 
Amen.
